Robinson in reply 
said hotly, yon are a liar,” and 
striking Durno in the mouth and knock- 
ing him against the stable, both men 
clinched. Durno broke away and turned, 
putting his band behind him,and Rob- 
inson also turned, having both hands on 
bis hip pockets, exclaiming, Don't pull 
your arms on me!” at the eame time 
drawing his pistol and began firing. 
Durno backed off from Robinson, who 
followed, firing as he advanced. Between 
eight and s dozen shots were fired. Rob- 
inson was untouched and Durno was shot 
in four places, one ball passing entirely 
through the heart, killing him.. Durno 
was sixty-two years of age, unmarried, 
and was highly esteemed.

An Incident in a Ballding Which Was 
Once the Headquarters of the Father 
of His Country—An Example of the 
Changes That Time Makes. 


Away down on Broad street there is a 
building in which great men used to 
meet, but which they keep away from 
now.

Contracts have been let for the Chicago 
World's Fair buildings as follows: Ad- 
ministration $450,000; Manufacturers, $1,- 
000,000; Agricnltare, $540,000; Machinery 
Hall, $1,200.000; Electricity, $375,000; 
Mines and Mining, $260,000; Transporta- 
tion, $260,000; Horticulture, $300,000; Fish 
and Fisheries, $200,000; Woman's Build- 
ing, $120,000. 

There remains to be Jet for all of these 
buildings, contracts for annexes and roof- 
ing, the grand entrances, interior finish 
and decorations, as well as lighting, 
plambing, etc. 

The Casine and Pier will cost $150,000. 
The Fine Art Palace will cost $500,000, 
and contracts for these have not yet been 
let. 

Estimates for the competition of the 
necessary buildings, machinery. decora- 
tions, administration, and maintenance 
up to the date fixed for the opening of 
the Exposition are as follows : 

Buildings, $7,595,000; grading and fil- 
ling, $450,000; Landscape $323,490; via- 
dactsand bridges, 3,125,000; plers, $70,- 
000; water-way improvements, $225,000; 
water supply and sewerage, $600,000; 
railways, $500,000; steam plant, $800,000; 
electricity, $1,500,000; statuary on build- 
ings, $100,000; vases, lamps and posts, 
$50,000; foel and light during constrac- 
tion, $20,000. heating $5,000; making a 
total of $12,066,890. 

There has been appropriated for the 
purposes of the World's Congress Auxili- 
ary $200,000, Landscape gardening, vig- 
ducts, fountains, etc, un the Lake-front, 
$200,000; general expense of construction 
department, $500,000 making a grand to- 
tal of $12,906,890. ‘ 

Chicago has taken hold of this Exposi- 
tion in earnest and the success of It is al- 
ready assured. The buildings will be 
the largest ever built for such purpose. 
The main Building is to cover forty-seven 
acres of ground, all onder one roof, which 
will be the greatest engineering feat of 
the age.

Chicago is making great preparations 
to entertain visitors to the Exposition.

The street railways of the city are the 
best in the country, forming rapid 
transit to the remotest portions of the 
city and suburbs. 

The estimated admissions to the Ex- 
position is placed at the low estimate of 
14,000,000, and the receipts from all 
sources at $9,000,000, other estimates 
double these figures.

No. 1 with No. 5 above it, indicates fair 
weather, cold wave. 

No. 2 with No, 5 above it indicates wet 
weather, cold wave. 

Third, Whistle Signals. These are 
given by steam-mills, factories, railroads, 
steamboats and all other places where 
whistles are in use. They are of three 
kinds: No. 1, warning whistle—a long 
blast of from 15 to 20 seconds to call 
attention. No. 2, long blasts (of from 4 
to 6 seconds duration) refer to weather, 
and short (of 1 to 3 secogds duration) re- 
fer to temperature; thoge for weather to 
be sounded first. The interpretation is 
as follows: 

One long blast, indicate fair weather. 

Two long blasts, indicate rain or snow. 

Three long blasts, indicate local rains. 

One short blast, indicate lower tem- 
perature. 

Two short blasts, indicate higher tem- 
perature. 

Three short blasts, indicate cold wave. 

The combination blasts are: One 
long, alone, fair weather, stationary tem- 
perature. Two long, alone, rain of snow, 
stationary temperature. One long and 


ono short, fair weather, lower tempers- 


ture. Two long and two short, rain or 
snow, higher temperature. One long and 
three short, fair weather, cold wave. 
Three long ‘and two short, local rains, 
higher temperature By repeating each 
combination a few times, with an inter- 
val of 10 seconds between, possibilities of 
error in reading the forcasts will be 
avoided, such as may arise from variable 
winds, or failure to hear the warning 
signal. 

A cold wave is when the thermometer 
falls to 36° or below.” 

The forecasts will be posted in the 
postoffice at B. C. Springs and Mr. Jas. E. 
Bacon's mill will give the whistle signals 
for the benefit of farmers and others in 
that community. 3 

Volunteer observers are asked for in 
all parts of the county. 


“Moses” in a Dilemma. 

A special cablegram from London to 
the Pittsburg Dispatch says: “Gen. Ben- 
jamin Butterworth, Major Mosses P. 
Handy and Messrs. Peck and Bullock, 
comprising the World's Fair prom otion 
commission in Europe, salled Saturday 
on the Augusta Victoria, after a most 
tnecessſul tour of Europe.

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early In the season to expect the oysters 
to be fat and juicy, like they will belat- 
er oh. They are, however, of good flav- 
or, and at some places, Oxford and Ess- 
ton for Instance, command as high as 
seventy cents a bushel, In Annapolis 
they have sold as low as thirty cents a 
bushel. The best quality is caught in 
shallow water. In deep water they sre 
larger but not so palatable, 

The culling feature of the law, added 
to the act of 1890, requiring oysters to 
measure two and 3 half inches from 
binge to mouth, is considered tne most 
important addition the oyster law has 
recelyed for many years: The advan- 
tage of such a law is already apparent by 
the young growth which has been found 
since the opening of the season last Tues- 
day. If these small oysters are left un- 
distarbed from year to year it is claimed 
the depleted oyster rocks, ruined by 
usage and a disregard for the oyster law, 
will be replenished and return- to their 
former thriving state. Knowing’ that it 
will benefit them in the future, oyster 
tongers generally arc in favor. of a strict 
enforcement of the calling law, and 
some have promised to unite with the 
fishery force to carry out its provisions 
to the letter. General Seth says he is 
determined to bave the law strictly en- 
forced. Not even a shell or s single un- 
der-size oyster will be permitted, it is 
said, in a bushel when measured. The 
penalty fora violation of the calling law 
imposes a fine of from $50 to $300 or a 
sentence in jail from one month toa year, 
or both fine and imprisonment or a for- 
feiture of the craft. 

Beginning next week, the state fish- 
ery force will make arrestsin case where 
tonging licenses baye not been secured for 
smali boats to engage in the oyster trade. 
Tne police officials, acting under in- 
structions from Commander Seth, were 
disposed to be lenient during the first 
week of the season, 60 as to allow the 
tongers ample time to secure their licens- 
es. A number of them haye failed to 
do so, and they will be overhauled next 
week and required to pay a fing if they 
are not provided with the necessary li- 
cense. The duty of looking after these 
smal! boats devolvés principally upon 
the sailing fleet, who can follow them 
ashore better than the large steamers. 
The latter will also assist in making ar- 
rests. The steamer McLane, Captain 
Turner, has been stgtioned in the lower 
bay, which includes Tangier sound and 
the Potomac riyer, and the steamer 
Thomas, Captain Howard,in the upper 
part of the bay, embracing the waters of 
Choptank river, Eastern bay and Chester 
river.

Different Kinds of, Gold. 

“Most people suppose,” says an as- 
sayer, “that all gold is alike when re- 
fined, but this is not thecase. An ex- 
perienced man cap tell at a glance from 
what part of the world a gold piece 
comes, and in some cases from what part 
of a’ particular gold district the metal 
was obtained. The Australian gold, for 
instance, is distinctly redder than the 
California, and this difference in color is 
always perceptible, even when the gold 
is 1,000 fine. Again, the gold obtained 
from the placers is yellower than that 
which is taken directly from the quartz. 
Why this should be the case is one of 
the mysteries of metallurgy, for the 
placer gold all comes from the veins 
The Ural gold is the reddest found any- 
where. 

“Few people know the real color of 
gold, as it is seldom seen unless heavily 
alloyed, which renders it redder than 
when pure. The purest coins ever made 
were the fifty dollar pieces that used to 
be in California. Their coin- 
age wab sbandoned for two reasons: 
First, ‘because the low of abrasion wan 
50 great, and, secondly, because the in- 
terior would be bored out and lead sub- 
stituted, the difference in weight being 
too small to be readily noticed in 80 
large a piece. These octagonal coins

Punitive Treatment. 

The startling fact is shown by reports 
ofthe Massachusetts Commissioners of 
Prisons that during the Jest fifty years, 
while the population of the State has on- 
ly trebled, the number of criminala has 
increased fifty fold. There is one prison- 
er to every 400 inhabitants in the State, 
and in Boston one to every 222 inhabi- 
tants, This large proportion, however, 
includes re commitments. These facts 
are interpreted by Mr. William P. An- 
drews, for many years Clerk of the Crim- 
inal Court at Salem, Mass., as evidence 
that the “reformatory” conduct of pri- 
sons has caused an alarming increase of 
crime, and that the substitution of re- 
formatory for punitive treatment is fast 
bringing us to State- socialism through 
the attractiveness of prison-life. Mr. 
Andrews will contribute an article to the 
October Forum, containing the results of 
many years’ observation of the working 
of the two systems.

A Simple Fire Extinguisher, 

It is the opinion of experts that much 
of the money which is spent by factories, 
mills and stores on the introduction of 
pipes and valves for fire extinction might 
be saved by the adoption of a much sim- 
pler and more efficient method. Both 
sulphur and ammonia are well adapted 
for extinguishing fire. Sulphur absorbs 
Oxygen and forms sulphuric acid, the 
fumes of which are much heavier than 
air, The quantity required would be 
small, since seventy grammes of sulphur 
. Can make one hundred cubic meters ol 
Ar inimical to combustion. An effective 
sulphur extinguishing apparátus can be 
made of a large iron box of moderate 
depth and open at the top. 

It should be hinged at one end or side 
to a protected ceiling, and kept close 
thereto bys cord or wire connected with 
a wire or strap formed chiefly of cad- 
miom fusible at 144 degs. Fahrenheit.

A Soap for Metal

A soap for metal work, which is stated 
to be free from this objection, is made 
from cocoanut batter in the following 
way: 2.5 kilogrammes of the butter are 
melted in an iron vessel with a 
little water, and to the mixture is added, 
with constant stirring, 180 grammes 
of chalk, 87.5 grammes of alum, 87.5 
grammes of cream of tartarand 87.5 
grammes of white lead. : 

This mixture is fhen poured into 
moulds and allowed to solidify. The 
soap so obtained is made intos paste 
with water and rubbed over the metal 
to be cleaned, and finally removed by a 
dry rag or chamois leather.—Manufact- 
urer.

This is the manifesto. It's all right, 
bot who issued it? Certainly not the 
people, ſor we have heard of no meeting 
to “redress grievances”, since the ticket 
was nominsted. We nave no evidences 
that it isthe pronunciament of the ean- 
didates. It seems to be the production 
of the editor of the campaign sheet. 

We endorse these principles too, every 
one of them, so thera reems to be no is- 
eve on that point. But we go a little 
farther; we indorse the platform of the 
State convention that nominated Hon. 
Frank Brown, favoring the legalizing of 
primaries and making the present elec- 
tion law general. The Democracy of this 
county wants to know if you, the fnsion 
candidates, endorse that platform. If 
you do, how are you going to vote a re 
publican ticket? Ifyou do, don't you 
think you are entitled to know whether 
or not your nominees for members of the 
next legislature are going to vote for 
Aemocratic United States Senators.
